Farmers eighty y ears ago apparently had 
a certain element in their diet that we do 
not believ e is considered absolutely neces­ 
sary in these mechanized times. 
The Rep u b lica n 
of J une 26, 18 7 3, carried 
an adv ertisement stating that “ farmers who 
need harv est whisky should not neglect to 
call at W ohlgemuth St Co., wholesale liquor 
store on Ruth (now Second) Street.” The 
ad went on to say that the firm claimed to 
“ hav e the best and cheapest whisky in 
town.” 
The publisher of the Rep ub lica n in those 
day s was a man by the name of F. T. Dre- 
bert. He was a character who did not mince 
his words, as perhaps y ou can judge by the 
following pot-shot he took at a certain Rush 
County miser. 


It seems that a certain well-to-do farmer 
who did not subscribe to the paper had a 
habit of v isiting the Rep ub lica n office and 
reading the entire weekly issue from cov er 
to cov er, all without putting out a cent. 
Publisher Drebert finally got a belly ful 
of these weekly v isits so he unleashed a 
blast in the local news section of the paper. 
Referring to the pest as “ Mr. A— ” and call­ 
ing him “ among the richest men in Rush 
County ,” he offered this adv ice: “ Let the 
poor rich man induce a near neighbor to 
subscribe for a paper and thus sav e him ­ 
self a trip to town when he wishes to ex ­ 
amine it.” 
We doubt if the “ rich m an” ev er came 
back in the Rep ub lica n office again, al­ 
though there is no record on this score. 
In September of 18 7 3, the paper carried 
an account of the State Fair then in pro­ 
gress in Indianapolis. One of the wonders 
of the fair is described in this manner: 
“ One of the curiosities of the fair is what 
is claimed to be the original, simon-pure 
Cardiff Giant, or stone man, the discov ery 
of which created so much ex citem ent and 
controv ersy in 18 69 . The monster weighs 
2,9 8 0 pounds and measures in length IO 
feet 4 V2 inches. It is a curiosity whether it 
is a ]>etrified man or the carv ed image of 
one.”
